We regret, illogically, that Miss Webber has decided to retire from teach- 
ing. We hate to acknowledge that all good things come to an end. Yet, we 
console ourselves that she has chosen to leave Richmond Union High School 
in company with us, the Class of June, 1954. As a gesture of hail and farewell, 
of affection and gratitude, we take advantage of our joint leave-taking to 
dedicate this Shield to our true friend and teacher, Miss Irene Webber.
